Swe 
den is convulsed by a general strike because of wage cutting while the 
unemployed Wordes of the American lumber industry have become 56 
demoralized thru unemployment that they have no means of resistance 
to cuts. ‘hey stand in breadlines or tramp the roads looking for jobs. 

Germany is under @ practical distftorship and is asking for a mora- 
torium og her reparations debts. The nations to whom she is indebted 
are seeking a means to induce the United States to cancel their war and 
after-war ings. Tariff walls have been thrown around various na- 
tions to exclude, competition from the domestic market and nationalism 
has been revived in a world whose economy has become international. The 
entire mechanism is out of joint and there is no central mechaniam of 
control—no central brain to establish co-wrdination. What the world 
needs is an international brain center and it hasn't any. 

Nor can capitalism ever supply that tack. It is an organism that 
sprung into being in a non-coordinated period of national and individual 
competition. Its institutions and political administration are based upon 
national economic groupings which have been outgrown. Its groups of 
ruling classes are assembled around these national economic systems and 
their mutual jenlousies and ownerships will not permit them to come to- 
gether. They have no common basis for mutual co-operation except their 


starves for the luck of the surplus commodities, The hunger, the misery, 
the deaths by suicide and mualsutrition, the crime engendered by lack of 
means of living, the violence resulting from the struggles to preserve liv- 
ing standards, must be endured until the inventories of surplus goods in 
the hands of owners and for want of which all the suffering is brought 
about, are reduced so that the credit mechanism of an outworn era may 
be preserved. That is the sort of brains that guides our destinies and 
determines life and death for miltions, 

How long will an evolving world endure it? How long will masses of 
workers submit to being starved, suppressed, jailed and murdered in the 


midst of surplus“Wealth produced in ever :ncreasing surplus quantities, 
in order that such a class of “brains” may continue to rule? The lum- 
ber workers of Sweden are mourning the first industrial killings by mili- 
tary in their history. Twenty miners of Kentucky are in jail charged 
with murder because the gunmen of the Insull-Peabody interests sought 
to “teach the town of Evarts 4 lesson” when they refused to starve in 
silence and resignation. The murderous killers came down in both cases 
and killed workers in the effort to suppress by terror that demand for 
co-ordination in industry which the “brains” are supposed to supply.
